Hopes for Speedy Passage. 

By securing unanimous consent for 
its introduction, Senator Smith had the 
bill referred to the committee on agri- 
culture. He expressed the belief that 
he would secure the approval of that 
committee and pass the measuré 
through the senate next week. Repre- 
sentative Lever was equally hopeful 
of su cess in the house. 

It is believed that warehouses which 
conform==’> the government require- 
ments and secure federal licenses will 
be able to help the farmers who de- 
posit cotton with them by making it 
easier for them to get loans on this 
cotton. 

Any citizen Who owns a warehouse 
may call on the department of agricul- 
ture to have it examined, classified and 
licensed. He then receives a license 
specifying the nature of his warehouse, 
and while he holds this license his 
warehouse shall be su@ect to regular 
investigation by officials of the federal 
government. 

Farmer Could Get Money. 

Cotton which Is classified and ware- 
housed in this way, it is believed, will 
be such security that any farmer can 
borrow money on it at the banks. The 
grower can take out his cotton so long 
as he does not dispose of his certificate, 
or he can sell or transfer the ware- 
house receipt. The banks will be more 
inclined to take loans on cotton which 
is so surely protected against loss or 
damage, and the ownership of which is 
testified by a certificate which is easily 
negotiable. 

Senator Hoke Smith made another 
short address before the cotton confer- 
ence which assembled in the house of- 
fice building during the day. He urged 
the delegates to hold their cotton for 
at least sixty days, and expressed the 
assurance that at the end of that time, 
there would be a good demand from 
England and ways would have been 
perfected tto get the cotton abroad and 
bring back the gold to pay for it. 

After indorsing the work so far done 
by the southern representatives in con- 
gress in the matter of furnishing 
transportation for the export trade, and 
providing currency to finance the crop, 
the congress indorsed a bill introduced 
in the house by Representative Wingo, 
of Arkansas, authorizing the issuance 
of federal reserve notes on cotton. 

Committee Appointed. 

Later the report from the resolutions 
committee was adopted outlining a 
plan to meet the entire’ situation. 
This provided for the appointment of a 
committee of five members to co-oper- 
ate with congress, the treasury depart- 
ment and the federal reserve board to 
seek means of “financing and market- 
ing the crop, without unnecessary loss 
to the farmer.” 

The report recommended that all 
growers hold cotton of the present 
crop for the price of twelve and one- 
half cents a pound, based on middling 
cotton. 

Tt urwed the federal reserve board 
and the secretary of the treasury to 
place $300,000,000 in the banks of the 
south on the basis of the cotton pro- 
duced in each state. It then proposed 
that every farmer should have the right 
to go to his bank and secure a loan on 
notes maturing in six months, but re- 
newable for six month« secured by his 
cotton on one-half of the crop he 
raised, to 80 per cent of the value of 
the cotton, based on the average price 
for the last five years. These notes. 
the report recommended, should be 
made rediscountable in the federal] re- 
serve banks. 

As originally presented, the report 
recommended that the notes contaim a 
stipulation that the farmer would raise 
only half of a norma! p in 1015, and 
if the war was still progre on 
April 1, should raise ofly one-quarter 
of his crop, thus holding down the 1915 
production to prevent a glut caused by 
carrying over this year’s surplus.

Committée at Washington 
Is Framing Bill to Create 
. Federal Insurance Bureau 
for Protection of American 
Register Ships Against 
War Risks. 


Washington, August 14.—Government 
insurance against war risks of Ameri- 
register ships and their cargoes 
was the solution offered today by 
sixty-two representative business men 
for the stoppage of American over-sea 
because of the European

The proposal was made in definite 
form after an all-day conference pre- 
sided over by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, who called the meeting. 
Virtually all the largest banking and 
shipping interests in the United States 
were represented. 

The conference appointed a commit- 
wee of twelve, headed by Seth Low, pres- 
ident of the National Civic Federation, 
to remain in Washington and advise 
with the governmental departments 
and committees of congress during the 
framing of legislation believed neces- 
sary to relieve conditions produced by 
the war abroad. 

Begin Framing Bill. 

The committee tonight began draft- 
ing a bill, to be presented to congress 
immediately and pressed for passage, 
with a view to having a government in- 
surance bureau in operation as soon 
as possible after the pending measure 
modifying restrictions upon American 
registration of foreign-built ships goes 
into effect. :

Resolution Passed. 


The conference resolution on this 
point, which is the pivot of the relief 
Plan offered, reads: 

“Resolved, That this conference urge 
the United States government to es- 
tablish a bureau of war risk insur- 
ance, to be administered under discre- 
tion of a suttable government depart- 
ment, which shall assume the riek of 
war on American vessels and American 
cargoes shipped or to be shipped there- 
on whenever it shall appear that Amer- 
ican vessels or shippers on American 
vessels are unable to compete on equal 
terms with vessels or shippers of other 
nationalities by reason of the protec- 
tion offered such other carriers or ship- 
pers by arrangements for war indem- 
nity through their governments.” 

Karly diecussion showed opinion to 
be unanimous that problems to be faced 
divided themselves naturally into three 
heads: 

Restoration of a market for foreign 
exchange bills; the immediate acquisi- 
tion of means of transportation for 
American wheat and cotton to Euro- 
pean markets, and the war risk insur- 
ance. 

A committee on war risk insurance, 
appointed by the conference, began 
work tonight on the preparation of a 
measure to present to congress. Dis- 
cussion at the conference left no doubt 
that the measure was to be purely an 
emergency matter and that the gov- 
ernment was to receive premiums on 
any insurance it might write. 

Addressed by President. 

The conference in the afternoon went 
in a body to the white house. Presi- 
dent Wilson addressed them briefly. 

“If we got no other benefit out of the 
present trying circumstances in the 
world at large,” said the president, ‘we 
shall at least get this benefit: We 
shall enjoy a period when we meet 
each other not as members of differ- 
ent parties, but as Americans, meeting 
for a common object. 

“I believe you will discover that this 
government has means for assisting the 
commercial and industrial operations 
of the country, and that it is worth 
while to maintain the Kind of conrec- 
tion which is here momentarily estab- 
lished. We have been face to face with 
very critical circumstances. I feel that 
the period of apprehension has passed. 
I am sure all of us here wish to put 
ourselves at your disposal, as I am sure

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German Troops Mowed Down 
In Attack on Liege Forts

London, August 14.—(9:05 p. m.) 


company from its Brussels correspondent says Fort Pontisse and neighboring 
forts west of the city of Liege are resisting well the flerce German attack. 
The Germans have been trying to rush Pontisse by main force, no longer 
relying on siege artillery. They have been unable, however, to get beyond 
the glacis of the fort where they have been mowed down by the fire of the 
defenders. 

The besiegers are provided with bundles of wood and mattresses with 
which to fill up the ditches about the fort, but they have been unable to 
use them. Fort Liers, just west of Pontisse, has lent efficacious aid to the 
latter fortification. 

The object of the Germans obviously is to seize the forts on the left 
bank of the Meuse, which, in the hands of the Belgians, would be terrible 
weapons against the invading forces should the Belgian main army march 
towards Liege. These forts in the hands of Germans would serve as a base 
for action directed against the Belgian center or for defense against the 


Belgian attacks.

London, August -14.—(5 p. m.)—About 150 of the passengers and crew 
of the Austrian Lloyd steamer Baron Gautsch were killed or drowned when 
the vessel was blown up today by a mine off the Island of Lussin, on the 
Dalmatian coast, according to a Reuter dispatch from Trieste. She carried 
about 300 passengers and crew, of whom about 150 were rescued. 


Russian Troops Move on Germany 


London, August 14.—A dispatch to The Central News from Rome says 
that, according to reliable information from St. Petersburg, Russia mobilized 
2,000,000 men on the German and Austrian frontier, 500,000 on the Turkish 
and Roumanian frontiers, while 3,000,000 men are held in reserve. 

London, August 14.—(3:30 a. m.)—A dispatch to The Chronicle from 
West Hartlepool says that the captain of the Danish steamer Huldamaersk 
declares he passed seven sunken German ships fifteen miles off Spurn Head, 
at the northeast entrance of the Humber. Only the masts of the vessels were 
visible above the water, but the captain believes they were German men- 
of-war. 

London, August 14.—(1:33 p. m.)—A dispatch from Paris to the Ex- 
change Telegraph company today announces that the French ministry of 
war has received news from Berne, Switzerland, that numbers of German 
patrols have taken refuge in Switzerland. It is stated that no French troops 


have crossed the Swiss frontier. 


Evidences of a sharp sea fight in Chinese waters were brought to Hong- 
Kong yesterday, when two battered warships, either French or British, 
arrived tlhfere with many wounded. The telegram, apparently censored, did 
not identify the warships, but said they were reported to have been in action 
with the German cruisers Scharnhorst and Gneisenau.

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Unexpected Delay in Belgiam Campaign

London, August 14.—(11:25 p. m.)—Pushing forward by mere weight of numbers the German advance across 
Belgium is slowly but steadily proceeding. Soon it must come in contact with the allied armies, which, according 
to an official communication from Brussels tonight, are in battle order at some point unnamed. 

The Belgians in the .outpost skirmishing are sald to have inflicted severe checks on the German forces: but 
on the whole the German wing has kept on its way and has reached a line from north of Namur to Haelen, which 
suggests that the first big battle will be fought somewhere between Louvain and Diest, where the allies probably will 
try to block the roads to Brussels and Antwerp and prevent the German attempt to render north Belgium untenable. 

Farther south, French troops have entered Belgium through Charleroi, going to the relief of their neighbors 
and to aid in any attack directed toward Namur, while in the east the French are reported to have taken possession 
of ridges in the Vosges mountains and to hold the passes of Le Bonhomme and Sainte Marie Au Mines, through 
which important roads pass and which It is declared gives them great strategical advantage.

America was in wireless communica- 
tion Wednesday and Thursday with 
German points. Consul von Quellen- 
stein, however, is not aware of the ex- 
act source of the wireless bulletin.

The message was received through 
Acting Ambassador Haniel von Haim- 
hausen, who has taken charge of the 
Washington ambassadorship in the ab- 
sence of Count Bernstoff, the charge 
de affaires, who has departed for ku- 
rope. It was the first of a series of 
bulletins which will be sent nightly 
from Washington to keep German con- 
sulates throughout the country posted 
on the situation. 

It is as follows:

AUSTRALASIANS WIN 
DOUBLES HANDILY 


Have to Win Only One Singles 
Match Today to Take 
7 Davis Cup. 


Forest Hills, L. I., August 14.—In a 
doubles match that ran from sensa- 
tional to mediocre tennis, ‘Norman E. 
Brookes and Anthony F. Wilding, Aus- 
tralasia, defeated Maurice E. Mc- 
Loughlin and Thomas C. Bundy, United 
States, in straight sets, 6-3, 8-6, 9-7, 
here today, putting the Australasian 
team in the lead for the Davis cup, 
two matches to one. ; 

The final contests for the trophy will 
be played tomorrow and to retain pos- 
session of the bowl and the world’s 
championship, McLoughlin must defeat 
Wilding and R. Norris Williams, sec- 
om defeat Brookes in singles, a feat 
tennis experts here predict most un- 
likely. 

The Australasians’ victory was with- 
out flaw. Their team work was that 
of master racquet wielders who thor- 
oughly understood each other's play, 
both at net and on the deep court. Al- 
though the United States champions 
carried the challengers into deuce sets 
twice, they never could lift their game 
to a plane where Brookes and Wilding 
were unable to check theirfrallies. The 
older and more experienced pair al- 
ways had something in reserve. 

Attacked Bundy. 

Recognizing Bundy as the weaker 
Player of the American pair, the chal- 
lengers direated their hardest volleys 
at him Although he handled the rain 
of shots in a manner beyond general 
expectations he was' unable to hold the 
Veterans across the net. Mclwoughlin 
played desperately, covering long 
stretches of net and court, but the 
effort told and when the Australasians 
turned their batteries of smashes and 
outshots on him late in the match his 
game broke badly. 

The' Americans vainly tried every 
style of game in their repertoire in an 
endeavor to stave off defeat. If they 
played in deep court the invaders rush- 
ed- to the net and cut off every return, 
frequéntly leaving their opponents 
flatfooted in their perplexity as to 
where the ball would be played. 

The attempt to dislodge the challeng- 
ing pair from the net by lobbing was a 
distinct failure. At times Bundy and 
McLoughlin's team work appeared de- 
moralized and they either interfered 
with each other or permitted the ball 
to pass between them without return 

In the general handling of the ball 
the victors did by far the cleaner work 
They netted fewer returns and did not 
drive out of court witth the frequency 
of the losers In placement shots also 
thev outpointed the Californians. 

McLoughlin Wavered. 

It was a noticeable feature of the 
contest that while Bundy opened in 
poor form, he improved in all-round 
Play as thé match progressed The 
contrary was true of McLoughlin. The 
national champion had many opportu- 
nities to win games in the closing set, 
but failed in his. shots at critical 
times. This Dreak in his form was laid 
to the hard sets axainst Brookes ves- 
terday and his early efforts to win the 
doubles matches when Bundy was fal- 
tering under the attack of Brookes and 
Wilding. 

The contest was witnessed hy more 
than 13,000 spectators, who filled every 
available seat and aisle, and gave a 
scenic setting to the play never before 
equaled in a Davis cup match, either 
in the United States or abroad.

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PROBING INCREASE 
~INRICE OF FOOD 


Secret Service Men Will 
Confer Today With Gro- 
cery, Produce and Market 
Business Leaders Here. 


While the necessities of life are 
soaring to dfve Weights, government 
officials in Atlanta Friday morning re- 
ceived from Washington instructions 
to investigate local conditions, and to 
report immediately to headquarters. 

Secret service agents of the federal 
department of justice have made an 
apointment with a number of the lead- 
ers of the grocery, produce and mar- 
ket business throughout Atlanta, and 
will hold a conferencé with them to- 
day in an effort to ascertain whether 
or not government action should be 
taken against increases in prices. 

Fancy Goods Advancing. 

Staple and fancy goods, meats and 
produce are advancing alarmingly. Su- 
gar has risen from 4 or 5 cents several 
days ago to 8 cents per pound. 
There is also the probability of a 
shortage of sugar. Retail deal- 
es and wholesalers who not s0 
long ago had on hand carloads of the 
staple, now find themselves reduced to 
@ meager supply, and unable to obtain 
needy shipments. The Ouban market 
at this time of: the year is said to hold 
less than a half million tons, while 
the Louisiana fields, the Hawaiian and 
western fields will not begin their an- 
nual shipments until far into the win- 


ter. 

Flour, too, has gone up a dollar per 
barrel, with the prospects of continued 
advancement. This, however, is due, 
dealers agree, to the prolonged reduc- 
tion in the staple, which persisted for 
months and which was bound to inevit- 
ably create a rise in price. A con- 
tinued rise in flour, however, will be 
traceable to the European crisis. 

Atlanta merchants do not suspect a 
fictitious advance in prices. They be- 
lieve conditions to be due to wide- 
spread speculation on popular commod- 
ities, which sent the bulk of them to 
the bins of the speculators, and de- 
prived the smaller dealer of his pro- 
portionate share. Thousands of deal- 
ers are said to have taken advantage 
of the European situation and the low 
prices that prevailed during the early 
gtages of the war to buy up foodstuffs 
at prices which, later on, would net 
immense profit. . 

Imported Goods Go Kiting. _— 

Imported goods have gone Kiting 
Not. only Atlanta, but America in 
whole, however, is able to do witnout 
imported goods, especially the fancy 
products, and the rise in them will not 
seriously affect American households. 
Only the advance in sugar and other 
American products will become seri- 


ous. 

One thing which not only local deal- 
ers. but dealers the nation over wil 
be called upon to explain to the secret 
service men will be the unaccountable 
rise in meat. Pork, ham, bacon anda 
other meats have risen even faster than 
other staple necessities. Atlanta mer- 
chants, in talking with a reporter for 
The’ Constitution Friday, were unable 
to account for -this. They could see no 
reason why meat should be forced to 
jump. | 

The ever-varying egg is again on the 
fncline. Other farm products, includ- 
ing butter, seem content to remain 
where they are, and, as yet, have ex- 
perienced no advance. 

The wine connoisseur is also having 
his troubles. Imported wine has 
goared to such a price that even the 
club waiters handle it carefully. Im- 
ported champagne has gone from $4.25 
and $4.50 per quart to $5. Other wines 
have taken proportionate jumps. 


GOVERNMENT AGENTS 
BEGIN INVESTIGATION. 


Washington, August 14.—Agents of 
the department of commerce began 
their work today as part of the inves- 
tigation ordered by President Wilson 
to determine if food prices in this coun- 
try are being artificially raised be- 
cause of the European war. These in- 
structions were sent to field agents in 
New York, Boston,. Seattle, Chicago, 
Atlanta and New Orleans: 

“You are instructed to inquire imme- 
diately and carefully whether there 
has been a recent rise in retail prices 
in your city and vicinity, and if so on 
what articles and to what extent.

SENATE OPPONENTS 


“Eat-’Em-Alive” Candidate 
Declares That Tom Hard- 
wick Has “Brass Enough 
to Sink a Battleship.” 


The present terrific onslaughts of the 
German kaiser against the combined 
powers of Europe paled into the merest 
child’s play last night when John R. 
Cooper, candidate for the unexpired 
Bacon term of the United States sen- 
ate, unlimbered his oratory upon the 
bulwarks of his rivals, Messrs. Slaton, 
Hardwick and Felder, but failed to 
mention Mr. Hutchens. He raked them 
with the grape and shrapnel of his 
rapid-fire vocabulary, he lambasted 
them with the ponderous guns of as- 
tounding charges of unfitness; he re- 
econnoitered over their camps in flights 
of fanciful phrase; he ravaged them 
with the torch af sarcasm and laid them 
waste with the sword of ridicule, and, 
in passing, he dropped a few bombs 
upon The Atlanta Georgian and Ameri- 
can. 

To the stirring strains of “Dixie” Mr. 
Cooper was ushered out and introduced 
to some 2,500 people at the Auditorium- 
Armory by Dr. O. T. Gibson, of Macon. 
He kept his hearers laughing and 
cheering through an address of two 
hours’ duration. 

He Wanted the Office. 

Mr. Cooper declared that on his desk 
in Macon one would not find a large 
pile of letters and telegrams from 
friends urging him to run for the 
Inited States senate, and further that 
the sole and only reason he was in the 
race was because he wanted the of- 
fice. “Anybody who tells you he is 
running for any other reason,’ said Mr. 


Cooper, “is a liar. I have been running 
for office forabout twenty years now,
